Here's another fine mess! Somebody wrote: 
>All our shacks need a good electrical ground. . .should be 
>separately grounded to a substantial outside ground. 


Grounding to an isolated ground rod and NOT connecting it to the 
ground/neutral bus bar in the breaker panel is a shock hazard 
thanks to Ohm's law. 


20 amps at 125 volts equals 6.25 ohms. IF the earth resistance from 
your ground rod to the breaker panel ground rod plus the resistance 
of the distribution wiring (the black wire to the outlet) exceeds 
about 6 ohms, then a dead short from line to chassis will not draw 
sufficient current to trip the breaker. Voltage divider action will 
then float your "ground" system at some voltage above the breaker 
panel "ground". Touch a grounded radio and something grounded to the 
breaker panel and you will get fried. 


Drive all the ground rods you want, but run a solid wire from them 
to the panel common point to make an AC power "ground". 


The above only speaks to AC power safety ground and does not address 
RF counterpoise or lightening ground. They require additional work. 


"Ground" should be abolished from the vocabulary as it doesn't exist 
except in the imagination. Let the sparks fly!

I'm still plugging away on my Davco DR-30, and am slowly making progress. 
My latest problem is a defective 455 kHz ceramic resonator, identified as a 
Clevite TF-01A. It is a small rectangular blue plastic device, with a 
rounded top. It has two terminals, and looks like an open circuit at all 
frequencies except 455 kHz, where it looks like a short circuit. It is 5/16 
inch wide, by 1/4 inch thick, by 0.4" high (not counting the solder tabs). 
Anybody got one, or know if Clevite is still in business? Thanks very much.

Back when I used to read Pat Townsend's comp.dcom.telecom, I learned that 
the old line protectors with twin 4" long fiber tube fuses were built to 

interrupt 4KV. That was the voltage used in series string street lights. 

If a street light wire broke and fell on the telephone line, those fuses 

had to do their duty. They still run 4KV on residential pole lines today, 
but there's no more open wire telephone circuits being installed. 


My 1973 house has a carbon block line protector, but no 4 KV fuses. When 
we got a second line this summer, telco stopped at the demarc box outside 
the house. There's no protection at all, and I wasn't required to provide 
any. Of course, I use surge arrestor power strips with telephone surge 
arrestors at the common ground point for the home office computer network.

One other thing about ground planes: When the electric utility ran one of 
those hydraulic borers they use to run underground line, in this case to 
replace the 25 year old line, they spread out metal mats around the boring 
machine. If the borer hit the old line (7.5 KV), the machine and anyone 
standing on the mats, and possibly touching the machine, all went up in 
the air together. They didn't drive ground rods around the machine to hold 
it down, they let it float. 


And they used the proverbial ten foot pole to adjust the transformer taps 
after it was live, even though it was only 7.5 KV and wouldn't jump half 
an inch in air. Once the power gets out of its ‘container', there's no 
telling where it will go, as an arc in hot ionized air.

That was where it was waiting: a whole page of ads from the Aladdin Radio 
Industries company of Chicago 


Now an Aladdin isn't some pole pig wannabe. No. It's a genuine IF 
affair with a magical secret ingredient, Polyiron, that guarantees rare 
DX on every comeback when you whittle your regen superhet using the 
genuine article. 


Even FRANK JONES, W6AJF, calibrated this product. So if you're throwing 
out a passel of passed-bys, be sure to set aside any that say "Aladdin" 
on the side. They make round and square ones and, somewhere, in some 
watermarked pasteboard, you'll find one with not only air variable 
trimmers but, on the side, a little screw to adjust the coupling. 


That's a magic one, friends. It makes a Super Gainer with decidedly un 
ARRL construction behind the panel. The coils stick out on the right and 
left from a central mass of electrics with ‘short leads,' at least for 
the day. 


There was even a commercial version of that particular Super Gainer, from 
McMurdo Silver, p. 341, but I've only seen pictures of it -- or of a 
polyiron Aladdin for that matter. But I keep looking. It may be only 
way back to 1936.

Hi Claudio, 


There is a brief mention of this antenna in the Canadian 
section of Jane's Military Comm's 1994/95. It's a 10.7 


meter long aluminum whip with integral fiberglass base 
insulator and mounting flange. There are three feed points 
part way up the whip. It is designed for use from 2-30 MHz 
at powers up to 5KW. I'm pretty sure it's just a whip, all 
the tuning is done by a separate tuner near the base. The 
antenna comes in two sections. 

This is an instance of the standard 35-foot whip used for 
shipboard HF by the U.S. and other Navies.

Hi All, 


I've made some progress on identifying my new Lysco. What threw me off was 
the cabinet. It is not the '‘standard' Lysco cabinet where the front 
vertical edges curve towards the panel, but rather it has straight edges and 
the edge of the cabinet is at the edge of the front panel. The back of the 
cabinet has two round holes, one for the power cord and the other I guess 
for the antenna cable. There was no label or markings on the cabinet. The 
copper box on the chassis was marked 300. 


I removed the chassis from the cabinet and there it was, the Lysco label 
attached to the back of the chassis indicating its a Model 600 and s/n #300. 
I also saw the exposed high voltage connections that others have mentioned. 
So my guess is that the original Lysco cabinet has a cutout in the back 
where the chassis mounted label, ac cord, and high voltage connections are 
exposed. 


I am trying to find out what the original bandswitch and pa tune knobs are. 
I've looked at a couple of listmembers website photo's and some have pointer 
knobs like mine. I think Bob WBOAUQ's Lysco has the original knobs. The PA 
tune knob looks to be the same size as the oscillator tuning knob except for 
the addition of a numbered skirt. The bandswitch knob looks like a smaller 
version of the oscillator tune knob and has a flat pointer. 


The Lysco came with a reprint of a CQ August 1950 review of the Lysco and it 
shows knobs like WBOAUQ's. On the other hand, the Lysco manual reprint that 
came with the transmitter seems to show the PA Tuning knob to be more like a 
National NC-173/183 style control knob, I can't quite tell. The manual also 
shows the front panel having the words "MODEL 600" underneath the 
"TRANSMASTER" label. I haven't seen the '500' or '600' label on any actual 
transmitter. 


I wonder if anyone out there has any extra of these Lysco PA tune and band 
selector knobs that they would part with and a Lysco cabinet with the curved 
edges. Let me know if you can help. Thanks. I would consider buying a 
parts unit to get them or the cabinet also. 


Does anyone have any information on the Lysco company? 


A few Lysco owners have contacted me. I wonder if there are other Lysco 
owners out there or is the transmitter more on the rare side? 


For those not familar with the transmitter, the Lysco is a 10m-160 meter cw 
transmitter with a built in vfo. It was built in the early 1950's. CQ gave 
it a high rating. It runs an 807 for whats claimed to be 20-25 watts 
output. I now have the '600' which is advertised as 'TVI-FREE' whereas the 
model 500 is advertised as the 'Standard'. Its three most noticeable 
features include an extremely large frequency dial which takes up maybe 1/3 
or more of the front panel, a cabinet with rounded edges along the front, 
and the 807 amplifier tube mounted underneath the chassis! It will be 
fun to put this little jewel on the air.

One other thing about ground planes: When the electric utility ran one of 
those hydraulic borers they use to run underground line, in this case to 
replace the 25 year old line, they spread out metal mats around the boring 
machine. If the borer hit the old line (7.5 KV), the machine and anyone 
standing on the mats, and possibly touching the machine, all went up in 
the air together. They didn't drive ground rods around the machine to hold 
it down, they let it float.
